HEAVY HARNESS TUG 


Fiend or Lunatic on Trial in Grenfell 
For Cruelty — Preached and 
Practised a Curious Doctrine. 


Grenfell, Sask Mav 31 A case of 
more than ordinary interest Was 
tried here Saturday by Justices of 
the Peace Harry Sayer and Isaae 
Jones, when A. J. Lucas was tried 
on four charges of assault on Regi 
nald Gilbert, a 15 year old Winnipeg 
boy, one of the charges being that 
of an indecent asault Constable 
H. J. Brown, of the R.N.W.M.P., put 
Lucas under arrest last evening. B 
P. Richardson, tbarrister, acted for 
the prosecution, waile the aveused 
conducted his own defence Tae evi- 
dence showed that Lucas cane 4 yeat 
or so ago to the Tetlock district and 
took up his residence at the home 
of a most re ctable farmer under 
the guise of being an ordained 
preacher, representing the ehurch of 
the apostolic faith It appeared 
from the evidence also that before 
coming he had been at Kenora, 
where he had been conducting a mis- 
sion and acting as manager for the 
Winnipeg Telegram He also work- 
ed in the Strangers’ Rest Mission in 
Winnipeg and had served in the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
under the assumed name of Murton 
Wilson at Macleod Since his en- 
trance into the Grenfell district he 
has been the cause cf a great deal 
of friction and family trowbebe 


through his interference One of his 
teachings apparently is to have all 
things in common, and he 60 ex:cut- 


ed his hypnotic influennee, or 50 
called power of the holy ghost, over 
the family he was residing with as 
to gain control of their property,

The Al 
berta and Great Waterways company 
are also*preparing to begin work early 
Altogether the season is a busy one 
throughout the Province generally i 
railway construction, and the prom 
ises are that the seasons to immed 
ately follow will be equally busy, A 
berta is coming into its own After 
waiting a generation for the road
